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In Memoriam 


James Walsh, W7LVN 


A celebration of life will be held Sept. 25 for James Cordon Walsh, who died Sept. 4 of respiratory failure from lung disease. 
He was 82, 

Walsh was born Oct. 18, 1921, in Portland, to James Emory and Nora Cordon Walsh. He graduated from Roseburg High School 
in 1939 and enrolled at the University of Oregon, where he began working his way through school as a lab technician at Eugene 
Hospital. 

His studies were interrupted while he served as a Navy hospital corpsman during World War II. He was stationed for a time at 
Samarai Island, Papua New Guinea, with a flying boat squadron, and participated in the Central Pacific campaign. He was with the 
first occupation forces to enter Japan at the end of the war. 

He graduated from the UO, where he was a member of Delta Tau Delta fraternity. After college he worked in the radio industry 
and was involved in the creation of several radio stations. He met Janet Kelsey at KUGN, and they married in 1956. They later 
divorced. He then married Patricia Robertson, who died shortly afterward. 

He was an independent insurance agent and a partner in the Wintler-Walsh Insurance Agency for 40 years. He then became 
general manager of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, a nationwide group of ham radio enthusiasts. He held that position 
for 12 years until shortly before his death. 

He was a life member of the National Rifle Association and the Veterans of Foreign Wars. He helped build the Veterans 
Memorial Building in Eugene and served on the local draft board during the Vietnam War. He was active in the Red Cross, Boy 
Scouts, Valley Radio Club and the Willamette Valley Arms Collector's Association. 

He enjoyed woodworking, electronics, photography and computers. In 1999, he fulfilled a 50-year wish to return to Papua New 
Guinea. 

Survivors include two sons, James and Warren, and a daughter, Anne, all of Eugene; and two grandchildren.

Tacked to the Notice of Proposed Rulemaking and 
Order in the FCC Omnibus WT Docket 04-140, are 
several changes to our rules that became effective June 
1, 2004. W3BE-O-GRAM: It will likely be next 
year before the text changes become available to us 
in the September 30, 2004, edition of Title 47 U.S. 
Code of Federal Regulations. In the interim, you 
Should mark up a copy of the currently obtainable 
version of our Part 97. Download it at http:// 
www.access.gpo.gov/nara/cfr/waisidx_02/ 
47cfr97_02.html. 

Are you really an amateur operator? In Sec- 
tion 97.3(a)(1), our definition of an “amateur opera- 
tor” was revised to further emphasize a critical point. 
It is only the listing of your grant on the FCC Univer- 
sal Licensing System (ULS) database that establishes 
you as an amateur operator, not the possession of your 
license document. 

Revise Section 97.3(a)(1) in your copy to read: 
“Amateur operator. A person named in an amateur 
operator/primary license grant on the ULS consoli- 
dated licensee database to be the control operator of 
an amateur station.” 

W3BE-O-GRAM: A lot of hams continue to 
rely solely on the possession of a license document 
to verify that a person is a legitimate FCC-li- 
censed amateur operator. Not good. 

Thanks to our 10-year term and as a result of 
our vanity sign system, our club station call sign 
system, silent keys, name and mailing address 
changes and upgrades, many thousands of seem- 
ingly valid — but not — FCC Forms 660 are float- 
ing around out there. With our copying technology 
being what it is, moreover, forgery is getting easier. 
Our FCC does not rely upon Form 660 to determine 


whether someone is a licensee. Neither should you. 
Rely only on the FCC’s ULS database at http:// 
www.fec.gov for this purpose. 

Goodbye EICs. Hello DDs! In Section 
97.3(a)(17), the term “EIC” (Engineer in Charge of 
an FCC Field Facility) was deleted. The Enforce- 
ment Bureau no longer uses that term. A District 
Director now performs the former duties of an EIC. 
In Section 97.109(d), the term “Engineer In 
Charge” has been replaced with “District Director.” 
Delete Section 97(a)(17) “EIC” from the list of 
terms used in our Part 97. Revise Section 
97.109(d) to replace “EIC” with “District Director.” 

W3BE-O-GRAM: The term “EIC,” however, 
remains in at least four other rule sections: 
(97.103 (c); 97.203 (f); 97.309(b); and 97.401 (c)). 
Expect to see these changed in a forthcoming 
Order. 

Finally, Section 97.109(e) was deleted, des- 
tined, apparently, to become Section 97.115(c). Its 
text contains the exception that allows our packet 
stations to be automatically controlled while trans- 
mitting third party messages originated at a station 
that is being locally or remotely controlled. 

Protect our Arecibo Observatory. As we all 
know, the rules for protection for our Puerto Rican 
observatory against interference from our repeaters 
somehow misplaced themselves under Section 
97.203, Beacon stations. They are now safe and 
sound in their rightful place. Mark Section 
97.203(h) “relocated to Section 97.205(h)” and 
move the text to new Section 97.205(h). 

Spurious emission standards tightened. 
Section 97.307(d), was amended to implement the 
change in the international Radio Regulations: the 
mean power of any spurious emission from a new 
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HF transmitter or amplifier must be at least 43 dB 
below the mean power of the fundamental emis- 
sion. Previously, it was only 40 dB below. 

Revise Section 97.307(d) to read: For trans- 
mitters installed after January 1, 2003, the mean 
power of any spurious emission from a station 
transmitter or external RF power amplifier trans- 
mitting on a frequency below 30 MHz must be at 
least 43 dB below the mean power of the funda- 
mental emission. For transmitters installed on or 
before January 1, 2003, the mean power of any 
spurious emission from a station transmitter or 
external RF power amplifier transmitting on a 
frequency below 30 MHz must not exceed 50 mW 
and must be at least 40 dB below the mean power 
of the fundamental emission. For a transmitter of 
mean power less than 5 W installed on or before 
January 1, 2003, the attenuation must be at least 30 
dB. A transmitter built before April 15, 1977, or 
first marketed before January 1, 1978, is exempt 
from this requirement. 

Credit our old Techs. Section 97.505(a)(9), 
Element credit, was revised to refer to only expired 
Technician Class license documents granted before 
February 14, 1991. It previously also referred to 
unexpired Technician Class Operator license docu- 
ments. 

The term of an amateur service license grant is 
normally ten years. The last qualifying Technician 
Class operator license therefore, was issued 13 
years ago. Therefore, there remain no such “unex- 
pired” license documents. Delete from Section 
97.505 (a)(9) the term “unexpired.” 

Preparing a Technician exam? Section 
4(f)(4)(A) of the Communications Act of 1934, as 
amended, requires the preparation of an examina- 
tion by an amateur radio operator who holds a 
higher class of operator license than the class of 
license for which the examination is being pre- 
pared. Section 97.507(a)(2) of our rules was 
amended, therefore, to remove the authority for a 
Technician Class amateur radio operator to prepare 
a Technician Class operator license examination. 

QUESTIONS 

Q. How could the FCC skip the notice and 
comment step in the Order in WT Docket 04- 
140? 


A. In paragraph 94, our FCC explains that it 
was “... making minor amendments to various rule 


| sections to clarify or eliminate duplicative lan-

guage, or conform them with other rule sections.” 
W3BE-O-GRAM: Translation from gobbledy- 
gook: We don’t see how anyone could possibly 


object. 


Q. A local amateur radio volunteer group 
provides communications for a variety of com- 
munity events, some of which are for-profit 
activities. Isn’t it accurate that our frequencies 
must not be used for profit by anyone for any 
reason? 

A. Not exactly. Section 97.113 carefully 
avoids declaring any specific event or any particu- 
lar entity as ineligible for receiving our voluntary 
noncommercial communication services. Rather, it 
provides our amateur operators and station licens- 
ees with limits they must observe based upon their 
own personal relationship to the activity or its 
sponsor. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: Section 97.113 says, in 
effect, that no station licensee should cause or 
allow the station to be used for any communica- 
tions unless “No” can be answered truthfully and 
completely to each and every one of the following 
questions: 

1. Is this communication specifically prohib- 
ited in Part 97 of the FCC rules? 

2. Is this communication for hire? 

3. Is this communication for direct material 


compensation? 


4. Is this communication for indirect material 
compensation? 

5. Is this communication for paid material 
compensation? 

6. Is this communication for promised mate- 
rial compensation? 

7. Does the station licensee have a pecuniary 
interest in this communication? 

8. Does the control operator have a pecuniary 
interest in this communication? 

9. Is this communication on behalf of the 
station licensee’s employer? 

10. Is this communication on behalf of the 
control operator’s employer? 
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11. Can this communication be reasonably 
furnished alternatively through another radio 
service? 

Q. When staying in a motel, I operate my 
mobile HF station by remote control. I rig up a 
full duplex VHF/UHF link between my room and 
my car using a dual band mobile and a dual 
band hand held. My car-to-room link is on 70- 
cm and my room-to-car link is on 2-meters. I 
can reach my car in a very short time. I feel that 
the system is under local control and does not 
have to meet any auxiliary or repeater rules. Am 
I legal? 

A. Sorry, it is remote control operating under 
our telecommand provisions in Section 97.213, not 
local control. The control point at which the con- 
trol operator function is being performed is in your 
motel room, not at your HF mobile station. See 
Section 97.3(a)(14). 

Both of your point-to-point radio links use 
auxiliary stations, subject to Section 97.201. Your 
2-meter link from your control point to your re- 
motely controlled HF station is a no-no. Paragraph 
(b) requires such a station to transmit only on the 
1.25 m and shorter wavelength bands, with certain 
segments excluded. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: Help may be on the way! 
The Notice of Proposed Rulemaking in WT 
Docket No. 04-140 (“Notice”) collected for the 
public record our views on this very issue. Let’s 
hope our amateur service community supports the 
proposal this time. 

RULE MAKING 

Many of the petitions for rulemaking listed 
here in previous columns were incorporated into 
WT Docket No. 04-140. Its comment periods are 
now closed. Our collective comments are now part 
of the public record. 

The Notice proposed to amend our Rules to 
allow auxiliary stations to transmit on our two- 
meter band above 144.5 MHz, except 145.8-146.0 
MHz, in addition to our frequency segments cur- 
rently authorized. This is a very excellent start. 
This will have the effect of making many of our 
off-the-shelf VHF/UHF crossband transceivers 
more useful in our systems that we operate under 


our telecommand provisions. 

The potential for an auxiliary station creating 
harmful interference is no more of an issue that it is 
for any other type of operation. True, there may be 
times and places where such operation is not 
practical. But that is also true for practically any 
other type of amateur station operation. 


Our current rule is an unnecessary one that has 
taken on a life of its own and is contrary to our flex- 
ible-use policy. It serves, unfortunately, to deprive 
remote control technology from our QCWA mem- 
bers who are in situations where they cannot have an 
effective HF amateur station at their place of resi- 
dence. 

The Notice also proposes to implement our 


_ QCWA petition filed December 17, 2001. It would 


allow currently licensed amateur operators to 
designate a specific amateur radio club to acquire 
their call sign in memoriam. 

This amendment would provide our members 
with the option, under our vanity call sign system, 


| of designating a specific amateur radio club as the 


entity they desire to acquire eventually their call 
signs in memoriam. Our current rule excludes us 
from speaking for ourselves ante mortem in this 
regard. Rather, it requires our relatives to speak for 
us post mortem. 

Our vanity system contains a provision for a club 
station to obtain a deceased member’s former ama- 
teur station call sign deceased in memoriam. Our 
license trustee is permitted to request for our club’s 
station the call sign previously shown on the station 
license grant of a club member now deceased. Our 
request can be made immediately upon the death of 
our member, provided there is in our club station 
records a written statement from a spouse, child, 
grandchild, stepchild, parent, grandparent, stepparent, 


_ brother, sister, stepbrother, stepsister, aunt, uncle, 


niece, nephew or in-law of the person, post mortem 
attesting to the person’s association with our club and 
showing consent of the relative to our request. 

The system omits our single most qualified per- 
son to execute such a written statement: the very 
person who held the call sign that is being requested! 

Our in memoriam provision is a splendid way 
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for our Chapters to recognize and honor the outstand- 
ing services and contributions to radio technology 
made by a past member. Each time our club station 
performs our identification procedure using the call 
sign long used by an esteemed member now deceased, 
it speaks out to our Chapter members and others of 
our rich heritage of our QCWA. 

Our current in memoriam provision, however, 
relies upon a written statement from a relative of our 
deceased member, post mortem. Our vanity system 
should rely firstly on a written statement of consent 
by our member, ante mortem. It is awkward at best 
and painful at worst for our club station license trustee 
to request such a document from the family of the 
deceased during the time of bereavement. It should 
be only when the document has not been provided to 
our Chapter by our member ante mortem, that one 
provided by a relative of our member post mortem be 
accepted. 

Many of our members are very concerned about 
the eventual reassignment of their beloved station call 
signs. It should be possible for a Chapter to fulfill 
the express desire of a member by obtaining for its 
club station the former call sign of the member in 
memoriam. The rule amendment proposed would 
make a needed improvement in our in memoriam pro- 
vision in our vanity system. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: Watch for our FCC’s 
decision on this in a future Report and Order, 
possibly next year. 

Continuing to grow is the number of petitions 
calling for action as a result of the end to the 
international requirement for CW. Now is the time 
for you to sort out your thoughts on this issue. 
Expect a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking calling 
for our comments late this year or early next year. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: My initial thoughts on this 
are in my comments to RM-10867 and RM-10870, 
accepted in the Electronic Comment Filing Sys- 
tem on April 2, 2004.

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Looking back at ham radio - 
A quarter century ago 


From the Cleveland Chapter 1 newsletter By D.E. Logan, W1HEO 


1979 is considered the year of WARC, the World Administrative Radio Conference. WARC- 79 is famous for 
having given Amateur Radio three new bands: 30, 17 and 12 meters to be phased in over the next several years. The 
conference also opened the door to our current code-free Technician license by changing from 144 MHz to 30 MHz the 
frequency above which code was not required as a condition for licensing. 


In March of 1979, the FCC said it was going to take another look at the Communicator class of license which it 
originally introduced in its 1974 restructuring proposal. It was shelved at the time due to heavy opposition. 


Noise from Russia 

The “Woodpecker” appeared, with its ratcheting, pulsating sound. The signal was tracked to Russian over-the- 
horizon radar. Although the Russians denied responsibility, the woodpecker signal eventually went away with changes 
in the Russian political situation a decade later. 


In July, Mike Vestal, WOYZS, became the first ham to work all states on 432 MHz. 
In October, the Panamanian government took over the issuance of licenses in the Canal Zone. 


The KZ5 prefix, along with the “country” status of the Canal Zone became history. 


Emergencies in 1979 involved volunteer Amateur Radio operators. Emergencies at Three Mile Island nuclear 
power plant and a destructive tornado in Wichita Falls, Texas, again found hams providing communication. 


A stock market crash in 1979 reminded Americans of a similar downturn: the crash of 1929. 


Kenwood's big seller a popular HF ham transceiver in 1979 was the Kenwood TS-520. It featured a built-in power 
supply, S-200, | final amplifier tube along with matching accessories including the VFO-520 and SP-520 speaker. The 
unit was solid state except for the 12BY7 driver and finals. Ads pointed out that Kenwood opted for "rugged, time- 
proven tubes known for their linearity rather than substitute TV sweep tubes." 


Other 1979 radios 

Remember Atlas? It sold a five-band receiver for $229 and a 200-watt transmitter module for $249. A Drake TR 7 
transceiver was priced at $1295 and the popular Yaesu FT -101 E covering 160-10 meters was $799. Ten-Tee's Omni 
200-watt transceiver was yours for $899, or lcom's IC-701 for $1450. Dentron Radio Company offered a variety of 
products including amplifiers, antenna tuners, VOMs, SWR bridges, and watt meters. For home brewers in 1979, 
Heathkit's solidstate SB-104A transceiver was a steal at $700.

Measurements Walt made in his RF lab prove that when an RF power amplifier is delivering all of its available power to 
its load at any appropriate drive level, the output resistance of the amplifier is equal to the load resistance. These 
measurements prove that under these conditions the amplifier and the load are conjugately matched. Walt’s measurements 
are reported in Chapter 19 in his book Reflections—Transmission Lines and Antennas. 
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Amateur station W8VJR of Walter Maxwell, W2DU, in 1941 


The picture above shows amateur station W8VJR of Walter Maxwell, W2DU, in 1941 (then W8KHK at his home in Mt. 
Pleasant, Michigan, and W8VJR in his Allegan, Michigan apartment). An event occurred at W8VJR that is either humorous 
or sad, depending on the point of view. At that time Walt was a monitoring officer at FCC’s Great Lakes Primary Monitoring 
Station in Allegan. On his off-duty time he operated W8KHK at his home, especially when off-duty time was during week 
ends. 

At this time Richard Cotton, W8DX, (ex-W8LEC) was the Chief RI (Radio Inspector for you younger hams) of the 
Detroit FCC Field Office, and Irv Weston, then W8IW (later W3BP and still later K4NA) was the EIC (Engineer in Charge) 
of the Allegan Monitoring Station. 

Although both Cotton and Weston reported directly to Washington, Cotton assumed his level of authority was higher than 
that of Weston. Accordingly, one weekend Cotton decided he'd make an official inspection of Weston’s monitoring station. 
That week end coincided with Walt’s off-duty time, and Walt graciously offered Cotton his apartment for the week end while 
he was gone, to save taxpayers the expense of a hotel. However, Walt’s offer did not include an inspection of his station, 
because his operation of W8VJR had never elicited a citation to warrant an inspection. 

But lacking a warrant didn’t deter Cotton from making an official inspection, and to his delight, he found that Walt’s 
operating log wasn’t quite up to his personal standards, never mind what the FCC rules required. So when Walt returned 
Monday morning he found an official citation for an improper log on his operating table. 

Weston, Walt’s boss examined the log, and determined that Cotton had overstepped his authority. He then tore up the 
citation and told Walt, “Case Closed.” However, it is not known what may have been said when Weston and Cotton later 
communicated, nor whether Cotton’s inspection of the monitoring materialized.

QUARTER CENTURY QCWA NEWS WIRELESS ASSOCIATION 
W2PFS QCWA HISTORICAL HIGHLIGHTS 


QCWA's initial organizational meeting was held on Friday evening, December 5, 1947, in midtown New York. It was at- 
tended by 34 old-timers (some licensed before WW-I). John DeBlasi, W2FX, was elected President; George Droste, W2IN, 
Vice President; Leon Hansen, W2FIT, Secretary; and David Talley, W2PF, Treasurer. Dr. A. L. Walsh, W2BW and John A. 
Stobbe, W2WZ, were elected Directors, All present paid $1.00 dues and were designated Charter Members. The initial 
Charter Members numbered 34 as follows; W2FX, W2IN, W2FIT, W2PF, W1HRX, W2BW, W2KR, W2AMJ, W2AMB, W2EF, W2RB, W2EA, 
W2CO, W2LFR, W2CVF, W2FD, W2BJ, W2GX, W2DX, W2UD, W2FO, W2EC, W2II, W2FZ, W2YW, W2PL, W2MM, W2BT, W2KW, W20G, W2BR, 
W2WZ, K2CM and W2GG. Many new members who subsequently joined claimed that they would have attended the initial meet- 
ing on December 5, if they had known of it and, therefore they also wanted to be designated Charter Members. To avoid 
acrimonious debate and possible mayhem, President John DiBlasi proposed that all members who had joined prior to Decem- 
ber 31, 1947, be designated as Charter Members. Thus, the following 20 additional Charter Members were added: W2LKN, 
W2AS, W2PYY, W2KU, W2MY, W2ILO, W2DDA, W2BNY, W2GKB, K2DZ, W2QF, W2BKY, W2MIN W2DI, W2VH, W4IE WOWNF, WONN, W6YYU 
and W2YQ. This made a total of 54 Charter Members. 


SELECTION OF A NAME 


Those involved in the initial meeting saw considerable controversy develop over an appropriate name....Everyone had 
agreed on the words "Quarter Century" but there was about equal division between "Radio Association" and Wireless Asso- 
ciation". The discussion became heated, to put it mildly. In the midst of the uproarious debate, Frank Lester, W2AMJ, 
gained the floor by jumping on a chair swinging arotary spark gap (synchronous type) "Lets call it Quarter Century 
Wireless Association", he yelled, "We are all were wireless operators before we became radio operators." After a mo- 
ments pause, all present agreed to the name of QCWA rather than QCRA, 


ORIGIN OF QCWA INSIGNIA 


With the growth of QCWA membership throughout the U.S., it became desirable to have a suitable insignia, or logo, for 
use on QCWA stationery, pins and banners. Charter Member Otto Eppers, W2EA, a commercial artist and QSL-card designor, 
offered to design a distinctive insignia. He submitted a number of designs at a meeting, but none appealed to the mem- 
bers present. Suddenly, someone held up an old battered copy of QST - circa, 1923. It was turned to the page with the 
article, "Rotten QRM" by "The Old Man." Adjacent to the title was a small sketch showing an old.time wireless operator 
smoking a pipe and keying a spark set. All gathered around and admired the sketch. By unanimous vote, the sketch was 
adopted as the Official Emblem of QCWA. W2EA proceeded to make an enlarged drawing with some minor modifications, such 
as adding some sparks and the initials "QCWA". Thus, the QCWA logo was created. 


QCWA BECOMES A SOCIAL CLUB 


The continued growth in membership, and the fact that new members paid a $3 entry fee, plus $2 in dues, substantially 
improved the treasury. This sjtuation also caused considerable concern to the Board of Directors, since QCWA had never 
filed income-tax returns. As the result of informal advice received from a fellow-member, who was a CPA, application 
was made to the IRS for tax-exemption as 4 non-profit social club. In due time, a letter was received from the IRS that 
QCWA had been granted this status under Section 501 (c)(7) of the IRS code. Consequently, QCWA continued as a non-profit 
social club until it received its present tax-exempt status in 1978, as a Charitable, educational and scientific organi- 
sation under Section 501 (-}(3) of the IRS Code. This may explain why some Officers and Directors in past years seemed 
only concerned with the social aspects of the organization. 


QCWA BECOMES A CORPORATION 


In the latter part of 1949, QCWA was made a membership not-for-profit corporation under the laws of the State of New 
York, Charter Member, John A. Stobbe, W2WZ, an attorney, handled the paperwork without charge. The four Officers, 
W2FX, W2IN, W2FIT and W2PF, with Dr. A. L. Walsh, W2BW, and John Stobbe, W2WZ, became the six Directors of QCWA, Inc. 


In 1957, the QCWA Constitution was revised to permit election of five Directors on a national basis, to form the QCWA 
Board of Directors. It is of interest that all Officers and Directors during the period 1947 to 1966 were W2 Amateurs 
from the New York Metropolitan Area, In March, 1966, the Board of Directors changed the By-Laws to permit nominations 
for Officers and Directors by petitions signed by 100 or more members. Art Miligan, W8KW, was the first Director elect- 
ed from outside the 2nd FCC call district. 


50 YEAR AWARD 


Radio Amateurs were first licensed by the Secretary of Labor and Commerce in 1912, under the provisions of the Radio 
Act of 1912, which was signed by President Taft on August 17, 1912. It seemed appropriate to a number of members, in- 
cluding some who were first licensed in 1912, that this important event be suitably celebrated in 1962. Therefore, at 
the QCWA Board meeting held on October 20, 1961, at the Hotel Shelburne, in New York City, President John DiBlasi, W2FX, 
appointed a special committee, comprising David Talley, W2PF, George Bailey, W2KH and Mort Kahn, W2KR, to initiate, with 
other interested societies, a suitable program to mark the 50th anniversary of Amateur Radio licensing. Other parti- 
cipating societies were: ARRL; Hudson Division Amateur Radio Clubs (HARC); AFCEA; IRE; Single Sideband Amateur Radio 
Association (SSBARA); and the Radio Club of America, Inc. Each organization contributed $100 for a total of $700. This 
money was utilized to defray costs of the plaques and certificates where were procured by ARRL for presentation to the 
Radio Amateurs in the United States, who were first licensed in 1912. Subsequently, the QCWA Board of Directors decided 
to continue to sponsor "50 Years in Amateur Radio't awards to QCWA members. 


This brief history of highlights in QCWA activities was prepared by David Talley, W2PF. Many members of OCWA may not 
be familiar with details surrounding the inception of ideas, happenings and actions from our formative years. We want 
to thank David for his contributions to QOCWA over the years, and Particularly for this latest effort. = wes

Unlike the HF band where you 
generally know what direction the signal is coming from, 
160 meter signals may be skewed as much as 90 degrees. 
Different antennas are used for receiving and transmitting. 
The preferred receiving antenna is a beverage, three wave- 
lengths long. You need lots of real estate for multiple an- 
tennas. It is rather difficult to rotate a 480 metre long an- 
tenna. For transmitting the best antennas are verticals, and 
even with a top hat should be 100 feet or more in height. 
Bert has a central tower with switched vertical parasitic 
directors and reflectors that beam in six different directions. 
If you want to know more about how to set up a first class 
160 station come to the QCWA International Convention 
to be held in Ottawa this Fall and attend Bert’s talk which 
is one of the many technical papers that will be presented.
